Unhappy 
with 
Town 

Council 


The Editor: 

I would like to express 
my dissatisfaction with the 
actions of the town council, 
The first event was when 
the council voted themselves 
a raise, They ran for office 
knowing what the salary was 
for the part time job. The 
taxes in St. Albert are high 
and this is one reason, 12 
thousand dollars a year for 
a part time job, “‘ridicu- 
lous’’ some people don’t 
make that kind of money 
working full time. 

The recreational facilities 
in St. Albert are limited, 
the population has doubled 
but the facilities aren't keep- 
ing up, The arena is used 
from six a,m, to 10 p.m, We 
can have International Hock- 
ey (Polish Nationals) in St, 
Albert but our minor hockey 
teams can’t find ice time, 
The outdoor rinks supply 
quite a few people, the main 
problem is the weather, 
since all games are can- 
celled after 10 below. Last 
year we had a warm spell 
and some games were can- 
celled and never played. 

We need another arena 
that could operate all year 
round as the ice plant in the 
present arena is too small, 
The town council didn’t take 
advantage of government 
grants that would have help- 
ed in financing of a new 
arena, Some minor teams 
have gone to the city in 
search of ice time and the 
players and coaches have

The Editor: 

I have been a resident of 
St. Albert for the past nine 
years, and to date have been 
quite content, 

However, I am now very 
perturbed over the apparent 
apathy and inaction that ex- 
ists in our thriving town, 
with regard to some con- 
crete planning and move- 
ment towards construction 
of a modern sports and re- 
creational complex, I en- 
visage a complex similar 
to the one which just opened 
in the much smaller town of 
Spruce Grove, and which en- 
compasses a year-round 
swimming pool, hockey ar- 
ena and a curling rink, 

Because of my two boys 
involvement with minor ho- 
ckey, my own personal in- 
terests lean toward a fully 
modern and up-to-date ar- 
ena, with facilities for year 
round ice, but I would be 
more than happy to support, 
through additional taxes or 
whatever, the much broader 
concept. 

As taken from the Gazette 
of Feb, 6, 1974, St, Albert’s 
population is now 18,395, of 
which 8,291 individuals are 
18 years of age and younger, 
Out of this younger group, 
approximately 1,200 are tak- 
ing part in the Kinsmen min- 
or hockey program, and the 
existing facilities are util- 
ized to their maximum, Even 
now, these facilities do not 
come close to meeting the 
proper requirements of the 
young people, whether it be 
hockey, figure skating, pow- 
er skating, learn-to-skate, 
or public skating, and I shud- 
cer to think what a sorry 
state we'll be in next year, 
when total involvement in 
minor hockey alone will pro- 
bably reach 1,700, 

About a week ago, the 
Shaver A team, which my 
younger boy plays on, jour- 
neyed to the Winterburn Ar- 
ena to play an Edmonton 
team, The result was pre- 
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dictable, The Edmontonteam 
to that date had played 27 


games and had 23 practices, 


for a total of at least 50 
hours of ice time, Our boys, 
because of the limited ice 
available in St, Albert, had 
partaken in eight practices 
and seven games, of which 
all games were played on 
half the ice, Ridiculous! 

This is what I’m talking 
about when I say our exist- 
ing facilities do not properly 
meet the requirements of 
our youngsters, Now please, 
lets not have any idealists 
Saying I’m tipset because we 
lost a game to Edmonton, I 
simply believe that if any 
youngster wants to join in 
any sport, we as a town 
where the average age is 
somewhere in the early 
twenties, should have the 
facilities that would enable 
all to reach their maximum 
potential, Let’s at least give 
them a fair chance to develop 
their skills in whatever 
sports endeavour they chose, 

I would be very surprised 
if the majority of our citi- 
zens were not in favor of a 
modern, up-to-date sports 
complex, Certainly, every- 
one I have talked to is, May- 
be its time we started leit- 
ing those we voted in as 
mayor and councillors, know 
our feelings, so that a firm 
and progressive proposal 
could be put before us at the 
upcoming civic elections, 

How about it out there! 
Lets call for some action, 
As was pointed out by our 
MLA Ernie Jamison, there 
are certain grants available 
from the provincial govern- 
ment, and possibly the fed- 
eral government as well, for 
projects such as this, so 
the full costs would not have 
to be borne by the taxpayers, 
Has council been looking at 
any of this?

IMPROVED BENEFITS 


Minimum Total Permanent Disability pensions for all workers 
drawing WCB pensions increased to $275 per month. Minimum 
partial disability pensions increased proportionately. 


Maximum annual earnings, on which compensation is based, 
increased to $10,000. Compensation, which is non-taxable, is 
75% of workers’ earnings up to a maximum of $10,000 at time 
of iniury. 


Increased benefits for dependent widows and children of workers 
who die as a result of industrial accidents which occurred before 
January 1, 1974. 


*Widows’ pension increased to $225 per month 
*Dependent child allowance increased to $70 per month 


Dependent widow and family of worker fatally injured on or 
after January 1, 1974, to receive full compensation deceased 
worker would have received as total disability pension. 


Dependent widower or dependent common-law spouse entitled 
to compensation under terms of the new act. 


Lump sum "termination of pension payment” increased to
